MINUTES OF THE CONFERENCE. 

WEDNESDAY MORNING— FIRST DAY. 

The Southwest Missouri Annual Conference of the Methodist Episcopal 
Church, South, convened in the Forty-first Session at the Methodist Episcopal 
Church, South, Marshall, Missouri, Wednesday morning at 9 o’clock, September 
13, 1911. 

Bishop Collins Denny of Richmond, Virginia, presiding. Hymn No. 321 was 
sung, after which the bishop read and expounded a lesson from the 3rd chapter 
of the Epistle to the Ephesians. 

The roll was called by the former secretary, Doctor C. C. Woods, and the 
following were noted as present. (See roll.) 

Doctor Woods was elected Secretary with the following assistants: J. E. 
Alexander, J. C. Rawlings, G. C. Loch, Alonzo Pattison, J. T. Pinnell, W. E.

E. Hargis. 

C. W. Moore, with Grover Aker and R. M. Hawkins assistants, was elected to 
publish Conference Minutes. 

The hours of meeting were fixed at 8:30 a. m. to 12 m., and the bar of the 
Conference was fixed at rear of open spaces of wings on either side of church. 

The annual committees were elected on nomination of the Presiding Elders. 
(See committees.) 

Several communications concerning the connectional interests of the church 
were received, and without reading, were referred to their respective committees. 

A communication from the Board of Curators of the Scarritt Collegiate In- 
stitute was read and referred to the Board of Education. 

Doctors W. F. McMurry, Secretary of the Board of Church Extension, A. J. 
Lamar of the Publishing House, John R. Stewart, Secretary-Treasurer of the 
Superannuate Endowment Fund, and Rev. C. C. Berry, representing the St. Louis 
Christian Advocate, were introduced to the Conference. 

Rev. T. M. Cobb, on motion, was ordered to send message of sympathy to 
Rev. W. S. Woodard, who has just recently been stricken with paralysis. 

The Board of Stewards of the District Parsonage of the Western District 
submitted a report which was filed with the records of the Conference. 

L. H. Eakes, T. J. Norsworthy, Charles Edwards, Professor Rankin, and 
Doctor Z. M. Williams were introduced to the Conference.

CHURCH EXTENSION. 

To the Bishop and the Members of the Southwest Missouri Conference. 

Dear Fathers and Brethren : — 

We your Board of Church Extension respectfully submit 1 the following report. 
The work of church extension is seen in the fact that since the organization of 
the work in our church twenty-nine years ago, 8,062 churches have been aided by 
donations and loans, to the amount of $3,043,065.11. This shows that about one- 
half of all the churches in the entire connection have been helped in this way. 
In our own conference, 188 of the 357 churches have been assisted. We yet have 
2,942 congregations without houses of worship, 28 of which are in this conference. 

When this work was organized in 1882, it was the plan to raise $500,000 
as a permanent Loan Fund. This has never been realized. We are encouraged 
to note that in the last few years the amount has been greatly increased, and now 
stands at $380,111.60. 

The Secretary of the General Board in his address to your board gave out 
assurances that the Washington City Representative Church will be built. We 
hereby stir up your minds by way of remembrance that we bear an essential 
relation to the success of this important undertaking. 

You are reminded that the last General Conference transferred the work of 
aiding parsonages from the Woman’s Home Mission Society and placed it on the 
Board of Church Extension. This has placed upon us larger responsibilities and 
the need of more funds.

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BOARD OF EDUCATION. 

To the Bishop and the Member of the Southwest Missouri Conference : 

The workers in the kingdom of God are men with rare privileges. One is 
amazed at the splendid opportunities for Christian service that are now open 
before the Church of Christ. From every field of Christian activity comes the 
stirring call “the field is white unto the harvest.” Realizing that the Church 
has a “teaching function as well as a preaching function,” and that religion 
and education are inseparable in the making of the highest life, we assert that 
from no field of Christian endeavor comes a more promising nor urgent call 
for increased activity and larger purposes. Not only the pulpit but the pew, 
not only the home but the state, stands eagerly awaiting the Church’s answer 
to the challenge of the hour from the field of religious education. 

Realizing that perhaps some of our boards would be under the necessity of 
increasing their assessments, and after hearing from all our colleges, we deem 
it unwise to make any increase in the assessment for education this year. We 
greatly regret our inability to adequately meet all of the claims upon us. We 
once more send with our pittance to them a renewal of our confidence in them 
as workers, and in the great work which they represent. 

The Report of the General Board was before us. Rev. A. L. Marshall spoke 
for the Board and for the Correspondence School. We congratulate them upon 
their success in the past and heartily indorse their plans and purposes for a 
greater work in the future. 

Our Correspondence School at Nashville, under the direction of Rev. J. L. 
Cunninggim is doing splendid work; each year shows increase both in the num- 
ber of students and in the quality of the work done. We are glad to report 
that every undergraduate in the Southwest Missouri Conference is now enrolled 
for the Conference Course next year. The Board of Education has made provi- 
sion for aiding worthy brethren who are unable to pay the tuition fee, which 
aid can be received by making written application to the Conference Secretary 
of Education, which application shall be indorsed by the Presiding Elder in 
charge. 

We believe that a small assessment set apart as a Student’s Aid Fund will 
enable a number of boys and girls each year to have the advantages of Christian 
education, and we recommend a special assessment of $500 for this work; $200 
for Central College for Women at Lexington; $150 for Central College at Fay- 
ette, and $150 for Scarritt-Morrissville College. All applications for aid from 
this fund must be approved by the president and secretary of the Conference 
Board of Education, and the president of each college shall furnish in his annual 
report to the Board of Education a complete report of all students thus aided. 

The report of the president and Board of Curators of Central College was 
before us, and assures us that the day of the greater Central College is at 
hand. The old academy building has been transformed into a splendid new 
dormitory for boys, and has already, by the increased enrollment, justified the 
wisdom of the Board in making this needed improvement. Rev. B. D. Sipple, 
agent for the college, brought us the cheering report that the enrollment was 
the largest on the first day of the college year in the history of the college. 
We congratulate the President and Board of Curators upon the bright prospects 
for the college, and upon the wisdom and skill with which their agent performs 
his work. Last year thirty-eight worthy students were enabled by the efforts 
of Brother Sipple to secure the - benefits of college education. We recommend 
the appointment of W. C. Scarritt and R. T. Lindsay as curators for a term of 
four years. 

President Lewis C. Perry, of Morrisvil'le College, represented the work of 
the college. His report shows that valuable additions have been made to the 
equipment; that the resources of the college have been increased; that the 
faculty has been strengthened and the standard of the students has been 
lifted,” and their number increased. Perhaps no institution in the church has 
brought us larger dividends on thg investment than Scarritt-Morrissville College. 
The college was never more efficiently managed nor its prospects brighter than 
they are today. 

We recommend that J. D. Rankin be appointed a professor in the college. 
We recommend that Rev. F. N. Looney be anpointed agent for the college. We 
also recommend that L. F. Shook, W. G. Wills, J. M. Cunningham, Sim Beam, 
and C. E. Ruyle be appointed curators for a term of three years. 

The report of C. H. Briggs and other curators of Scarritt-Morrissville Col- 
lege concerning the Hall Endowment Fund was considered by the Board, and 
final action deferred until the next session of the Annual Conference. 

Dr. Z. M. Williams, who has been re-elected President of Central College for 
Women at Lexington, snoke of the work done by this high class institution. This 
school is doing the highest class of work of any college for women in the state. 
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It is splendidly equipped and efficiently managed. We recommend that W. B. 
Palmore, C. W. Moore, J. E. McDonald, L. D. Murrell and L. E. Mitchell be 
appointed curators for a term of two years. 

The contribution of our colleges to the young life of the church has already 
been set forth, but the years of youth are few and soon we find ourselves in the 
midst of life’s responsible task. What can we do to increase the efficiency of the 
worker and to somewhat supply the lack of training of which many were de- 
prived in their youth? The Preachers’ Institute of the Missouri and Southwest 
Missouri Conferences undertakes this task. Its history in the past has been a 
record of struggle; its purpose has been misunderstood, and its privileges ne- 
glected by many. But it points with pride to its contribution to the intellectual 
awakening and enlargement of many of our most efficient men. We commend 
it to all of our preachers and especially to our young men. We recommend an 
appropriation of $300 for the Preachers’ Institute.

EPWORTH LEAGUE. 

The following is the report of the Epworth League Board: 

We reaffirm our faith in the necessity and efficiency of the Epworth League, 
and regret that there is a seeming lack of interest among many of our pastors 
and people concerning this important institution of our church. ' 

We heartily indorse the administration of the General Secretary, Dr. F. S. 
Parker, and his assistant, Rev. J. Marvin Culbreth, and as a Board and Confer- 
ence urge them to strengthen in every possible way the lesson comments of the 
Epworth Era. 

We express our unqualified approval of the State Epworth League organiza- 
tion, and pledge to it our support and prayer^. We thank God that at its last 
annual meeting eight souls were saved, twenty-eight persons offered themselves 
for special service, and of the ten persons from Missouri who were consecrated 
for special service at the meeting of the Woman’s Missionary Council in St. 
Louis six made their decision for this step at the Pertle Springs meeting. 

We recommend that a District League Conference be held in each District 
throughout the Conference, and that as far as possible it be held separate from 
the regular District Conference. 

We indorse the following recommendation of the General Board*. 

“With reference to the finances of the central office we would charge the 
Annual Conference League Board with the duty of bringing the matter before 
the pastors of the charges in their respective conferences and urging upon them 
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the necessity of the payment of the 10-cent assessment. We \ypuld go further 
than this and have designated one member of each Annual Conference League 
Board whose duty it shall be to ascertain from the central office the exact status 
of the Ten-Cent Assessment Fund in his Conference, with access to the records 
of the central office so that as frequent requests as necessary may go from hirq 
to the delinquent chapters. If this is done, we confidently believe that the first 
year of his operation will show an increase of 100 per cent in the collection of 
this fund.” 

Acting on the above recommendation, we have designated Rev. T. H. Clayton 
to discharge the duties recommended in the^above paragraph.

MEMOIRS. 

REV. PERRY LONG. 

Perry Long was bom in Rockingham County, Virginia, February 4, 1855. 
He died at the residence of his son, Minor Long, in Kansas City, Mo., on Sat- 
urday afternoon, September 24, 1910. He was converted at Longwood, Mo., a 
short while, perhaps two or three years, before he was received on trial as a 
traveling preacher in the Southwest Missouri Conference at Marshall, Mo., 
October, 1889. He was converted under the ministry of that humble. Godly 
minister, the Rev. W. K. White, whose faithful labors have brought so many to 
God. 

Fifty-five years of life, twenty-one of them spent in the itinerant ministry 
of the Methodist Episcopal Church, South. This was the earthly record which 
was closed on that Saturday afternoon, when he ceased to suffer here, and 
entered upon his eternal reward at the right hand of God. 

The funeral services were held at the house where he died on Sunday after- 
noon, and were conducted by H. M. Dobbs, F. M. Burton, C. N. Scrivener, J. C. 
Rawlings and W. T. McClure. His body was tenderly laid to rest by Rev. C. 
Bruner, his lifelong friend in the ministry, at Waverly, Mo., by the side of his 
son, Walter, who died while his father was pastor in Waverly, 1907. 

As a man, Brother Long was almost an ideal. He had a splendid physique, 
large, robust and well proportioned. He had a pleasing face, an attractive 
eye, and a strong personality. He had a jovial nature, loving fun and enjoying 
a good joke immensely. He had a great big effectionate heart, that was always 
deeply moved Jby another’s trouble. 

As a husband and father he was kind, considerate, effectionate and indulg- 
ent. He loved his wife and children devotedly, and they loved him in the same 
manner and kind. 

As a Christian, he was a man of faith and prayer. Deeply sensible of per- 
sonal limitations, he often spoke with great feeling of his own weakness and 
shortcomings. But he believed in redemption from sin through faith in Jesus 
Christ. “I am a sinner saved by grace,” was a favorite expression with him. 
He had a joyous and rich exne^ience in grace in the hour of his conversion, 
and the memory of it was a glorious benediction to him as long as he had the 
privilege of telling it to men. He often referred to it in his preaching, making
